Suez Users 
Plan Opposed 
By Pakistan 


Legal Experts Meet 
To Decide Course 
On U.N. Action 


LONDON — UP — Pakistan an­ 
nounced its unalterable opposition 
to the Suez users association plan 
oday asd it appeared the London 
Suez conference would be forced 
nto an extra peace-making ses­ 
sion. 
Legal experts of most of the 18 
nations at the London conference 
oegan on a further compromise 
on when and how the Suez Canal 
ikspute should be placed before 
Ae United Nations. 
Big Three plans for the confer­ 
ence faltered when the legal ex­ 
p e l s were unable to find a half­ 
way point between the Pakistani 
and the Western viewpoints. 
But at 12:15 p.m. British for­ 
eign office spokesman Sir George 
Young announced the experts had 
completed 
their work. He said 
the committee had resolved its 
difficulties. 
The 18 foreign ministers first 
postponed their fifth session for 
half an hour and then for three 
hours because the committee had 
bogged down. Many had arrived 
when the postponement was an­ 
nounced. 
Flies to London 
Reports from Cairo said Indian 
diplomat V. K. Krishna Menon 
would fly to 
London tomorrow 
night after the conference. 
Despite the experts’ efforts to 
narrow differences between the 
Big Three and the neutral nations, 
a spokesman for the Pakistan del­

Philadelphian Held 
As Accessory In

A Philadelphia man who ad­ 
mitted providing the gun used by 
a former Levittown man to kill 
his wife, wound her girl friend 
and shoot himself was arrested by 
Bristol 
borough.

County 
and Stale Police last night after 
a day-long investigation. 
The arrect resulted from new 
information from the murder sus­ 
pect, William R. Smith, 29, police 
say, 
who shot himself Sunday, 
September 9, after killing his es­ 
tranged wife. Ethel, at her apart­ 
ment at 1800 Farragut avenue. 
Mrs. Helen F. Songer was shot 
in the back as she fled from the 
scene. 
From his bed in Lower Bucks 
County Hospital, Smith on Wed­ 
nesday told Acting Chief Vincent

police he had not found the wea­ 
pon on a Philadelphia parking lot, 
as he first claimed, but borrowed 
it from another man.

rested Joseph F. Cummiskey, 26, 
of 2642 E. Cambria st., Philadel­ 
phia, on a charge of accessory 
before the fact to assault. Brought 
to Bristol, Cummiskey was held 
by Justice of the Peace Eugene 
Spadaccino for a further hearing, 
and released under $500 bail.

Suez Users 
Plan Opposed

Legal Experts Meet 
To Decide Course 
On U.N. Action 


LONDON —- UP —• Opposition 
by Pakistan to the Anglo-French 
Suez Canal “ users’ association” 
forced the Suez conference into an 
extra session today. 
An unexpectedly long .session oi 
legal experts from most of the 
18 conference nations forced post­ 
ponement of a full-dress foreign 
m inisters’ meeting. They had hop­ 
ed to wind up the conference this 
morning. 


A British foreign office spokes­ 
man said shortly before the ses­ 
sion began that two official pap­

The county has placed a value 
on the plant at $75,221,500. 


The Falls T o w n s h i p School 
Board is appealing the 1957 as­ 
sessm ent of $22,506,450, almost a 
$300,000 increase over last y ear’s 
assessm ent of $22,207,700. t 
Bishop said that his $134,000,000 
figure was reached through tax 
write-off records in Washington, 
D C., and through a personal tour 
of the F a rle ss Works. The Mary­ 
land e n g i n e e r explained that 
when the Falls school board ap­ 
pealed 
the 
Fairless 
assessm ent 
three years ago, a survey by his 
engineering firm showed the m ar­ 
ket value of the plant to be $278,- 
080.000, which included some m a­ 
chinery. 


Under 
state 
law, 
the 
county 
cannot tax machinery.

$75,221,500 figure set by the coun­ 
ty on buildings and land “ exceed­ 
ingly conservative.”

LONDON — UP — Opposition 
by Pakistan to the Anglo-French 
Suez Canal “ users’ association” 
forced the Suez conference into an 
extra session today. 
An unexpectedly long session of 
legal experts from most of the 
18 conference nations forced post­ 
ponement of a full-dress foreign 
ministers’ meeting. They had hop­ 
ed to wind up the conference this 
morning, 


A British foreign office spokes­ 
man said shortly before the ses­ 
sion began that two official pap­ 
ers would be put before the con­ 
ference at the afternoon session 
—one formally setting up the us­ 
ers’ association, and a declara­ 
tion giving the conference view 
on United Nations action and ap­ 
pealing to Egypt to cooperate. 
A French spokesman speculated 
that the second document would 
be “torn to bits” by amendments 
and counter-amendments, as the 
first 
conference 
papers 
were 
•hfedded Thursday. 
Big Three plans for the confer­ 
ence faltered when the legal ex­ 
perts were unable to find a half­ 
way point between the Pakistani 
and the Western viewpoints. 
But at 12:15 p.m. British for­ 
eign office spokesman Sir George 
Young announced the experts had 
completed their work. He said 
the committee had resolved its 
difficulties. 
The 18 foreign ministers first 
postponed their fifth session for 
half an hour and then for three

Supporters of a higher assess­ 
ment on the Fairless works of 
U.S. Steel argued today that the 
plant should be valued at at least 
$59,000,000 higher than it is by the 
county. 


Speaking at an assessment ap 
peal before the County Board of 
Assessment and R e v i s i o n of 
Taxes this 
morning, 
Edwin 
V. 
Bishop, a Sarks, 
Md., engineer 
and appraiser testified that for 
tax purposes the Fairless plant 
should be valued at $134,000,000, 
The county has placed a value 
on the plant at $75,221,500. 


The Falls T o w n s h i p School 
Board is appealing the 1957 as­ 
sessm ent of $22,506,450, almost a 
$300,000 increase over last year’s 
assessment of $22,207,700, 


Bishop said that his $134,000,000 
figure was reached through tax 
write-off records in Washington, 
D.C., and through a personal tour 
of the Fa rless Works. The Mary­ 
land e n g i n e e r explained that 
when the Falls school board ap­ 
pealed 
the 
Fairless 
assessment 
three years ago, a survey by his 
engineering firm showed the mar­ 
ket value of the plant to be $278,- 
080,000, which included som e m a­ 
chinery. 
Under 
state 
law, 
the 
county 
cannot tax machinery. 
However, Bishop c a l l e d the 
$75,221,500 figure set by the coun­ 
ty on buildings and land “exceed­ 
ingly conservative.” 
He said, “ I am very prone to 
surmise that the $134,000,000 fig­ 
ure is much more accurate.”

Philadelphian Held

A Philadelphia man who ad­ 
mitted providing the gun used by 
a former Levittown man to kill 
his wife, wound her girl friend 
and shoot himself was arrested by

a day-long investigation. 
The arrest resulted from new 
Information from the murder sus­ 
pect, William R. Smith, 29, police 
say, who shot himself Sunday, 
September 9, after killing his es­ 
tranged wife, Ethel, at her apart­ 
ment at IKM) Farragut avenue. 
Mrs. Helen F. Songer was shot 
in the back as she fled from the 
scene.

County Hospital, Smith on Wed­ 
nesday told Acting Chief Vincent

police he had not found the wea­ 
pon on a Philadelphia parking lot, 
as he first claimed, but borrowed 
it from another man. 
Under $500 Ball 
The 
authorities yesterday ar­ 
rested Joseph F. Cummiskey, 26, 
of 2642 E. Cambria st., Philadel­ 
phia, on a charge of accessory 
before the fact to assault. Brought 
to Bristol, Cummiskey was held 
by Justice of the Peace Eugene 
Spadaccino for a further hearing, 
and released under $500 bail. 
Faragalli made the arrest with 
County Detective Clarence Irwin, 
Cpl. Andrew J. Kutney, of Fair­ 
less Hills State Police sub-station;

The police removed from the 
head board of Cummiskey’s bed 
a bullet he and Smith said was 
accidently fired when Cummiskey 
gave him the gun.

Smith told Faragalli he had re­ 
quested the gun to “scare” hia 
wife, and had been advised by 
Cummiskey to put bullets in it. 
Smith said he paid $5 for the usa 
of the gun. Cummiskey said th* 
$5 was a loan, and had nothing to 
do with using the weapon. 
Smith said he and Cummiskey 
went to a Philadelphia hardware 
store the day before the shooing 
to buy the 
.38 caliber 
bullets, 
then went to a taproom. There,
